total number and amount paid. His selections also in- 
cluded the junior herd sire, Mt. Riga Homestead Ormsby 
(the Pearl Bull) at $600. Mt. Riga Sir Piebe Segis 
Paul, former All-American, and the other main herd 
sire at Mt. Riga, went to the bid of Eastern Oklahoma 
Hospital, Vinita, at $550, which many considered the 
biggest bargain in the sale, his offspring in the herd 
stamping him as one of the great proved sires of the 
present day.

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Soft-Curd Milk 


Considerable attention is being given now to the merits of 
soft-curd milk. New England dairymen appear to be most 
active of any groups in promoting this work as a market factor. 
The Rhode Island Grade A Raw Milk Producers Association, 
under the leadership of Prof. Franklin N. Strickland, is push- 
ing this work aggressively. The following statement on the 
subject is taken from a circular used by several of the Hol- 
stein and Ayrshire men in this group. We are reproducing it 
in the thought that Holstein breeders who are retailing milk 
in other sections might wish to use the same idea. 


ILK from certain breeds of dairy cattle digests easier 
M than milk from other breeds. This is partly due 

to the character of the fat, but more directly to the 
nature of the protein (casein) in the milk. 

The digestive fluids of the stomach are acid. When 
milk comes into contact with these digestive juices, the 
milk is either coagulated (curdled) into soft, small, flakey 
particles easy to digest, or into one tough, rubbery mass 
difficult to digest, depending upon whether the curd from 
the milk was soft or hard. 

Prof. R. L. Hill in charge of human nutrition investi- 
gations at the Utah State Agricultural College quite re- 
cently perfected a method for determining the character 
of the resulting curd from milk. He found that the soft- 
ness of the curd from individuals in any given dairy breed 
varied very greatly as to its softness; that certain breeds 
yielded milk that averaged a softer-curd than does the 
milk from other breeds. That the digestibility of a milk 
depends upon the softness of its curd. 

The Hill Curd Test is expressed by number,—each num- 
ber being the weight (in grams) required to force a pe- 
culiar shaped series of knife-edges through an artificially 
prepared curd. They vary from 6 to 200 for different milks. 
The higher the number (curd-tension,) the tougher and 
more “rubbery” is the curd. 

Prof. Hill says a soft-curd milk is one having a curd- 
tension of 30 or less, while one testing 20 grams or lower 
he declares to be suitable for the most delicate stomachs,— 
one that needs no modification for babies; that such a milk 
“compares favorable with mothers’ milk.” 

“Soft-curd milk is not confined to infant nutrition alone. 
In cases of adult indigestion and in gastric ulcers it has 
been used with remarkable results. It can thus become 
a boon to invalids and mature persons in general as well 
as to infants.” (Bulletin 227. Utah Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station.) 

In ‘this bulletin are cited numerous “case studies on 
the use of soft-curd milk in feeding infants, from the files 
of the Utah County Health Unit and were under the per- 
sonal supervision of Dr. Lloyd L. Cullimore and Mrs. 


Evaline Reed, R. N.” Iack of space allows quoting but 
ane case: 


“Case No. 1. At birth (June 2, 1927) weighed 914 
pounds. Breast-fed for 2 months. From then until 
6 months of age was fed with dire results on malted 
milk, Eagle Brand milk, and other milk modifica- 
tions. On December 1, 1927 (age 6 months,) its 
weight was “5 pounds, 15 ounces, which was only 
62 per cent of its weight at birth. It had rickets 
and regurgitated curd after its feedings. It was 
then fed on a 50 per cent milk formula, using milk 
with a curd tension of 50 grams, which was the 
softest available in that location. It immediately 
became contented, ceased to vomit curds, and began 
to gain in weight. In February, at 8 months of age, 
weighed 10 pounds and 11 ounces, and was making 
splendid progress. At 9 months its weight was 11 
pounds, 104% ounces. At this time it was using milk 
with a curd tension of 20 grams. At 11 months of 
age its weight was 14 pounds, 7 ounces, and it was 
7 per cent above normal weight. In five months it 
had gained 8 pounds, 8 ounces.” 


Further information in the bulletin quoted shows that 
the use of soft-curd milk having a 20 grams tension or less, 
gave similar results. We.again quote from Bulletin 227: 


“Dr. Wilkie H. Blood of Salt Lake City, Utah, a 
specialist in infant nutrition and who has _ prob- 


ably had more experience on the use of soft-curd 
milk in infant feeding than any other physician, 
makes the following statement.” 


“Individual case histories are too numerous to cite in 
this communication, but brief mention must be made of 
a few groups in which I have found the use of soft-curd 
milk of inestimable value:” 


“GROUP I—Newly-born and other healthy young 
infants who have been deprived of mothers’ milk. 
These thrive on undiluted whole milk of very low 
curd-tension with no modification aside from the 
addition of carbohydrate. 

GROUP II—Persistent vomiters of whey and 
leathery curds. The great majority of these babies 
cease vomiting within 48 hours of the change from 
regular to soft-curd milk, and within ten days they 
begin to show a gain in weight—quite uncommon to. 
the group. 

GROUP _III—Colic babies—particularly those 
with indigestion typified by the presence of numer- 
ous protein curds in the stools. These cases, almost 
without exception, respond immediately when placed 
on ‘tthe more easily digestible protein of soft-curd 
milk. 

“GROUP IV—The never-do-well group—these 
babies which, on whatsoever modification of regular 
cows milk, gain but slowly until they reach the age 
when addition of extras in the diet bring them up. 
This important group needs no longer tto be placed 
on the various proprietary foods. They thrive on 
low-curd tension milk which may, as usual, be served 
undiluted but with slight addition of carbohydrate. 
It has been my experience tthat once these infants 
get started on the proper quantity of very low-curd 
tension milk they grow as rapidly and as normally 
as do the average breast-fed babies. 

“GROUP V—The coelicaes and other chronic in- 
testinal indigestion cases. High-protein diet has 
appeared to be a necessity in this group. I have 
favored its use, and here again I have noted the su- 
perior value of the protein products of soft-curd milk 
—whether they be served in tthe form of protein 
milk, buttermilk, cottage cheese, or skimmed milk. 
“GROUP VI1—Infantile eczema cases. Great num- 
bers of these patients show marked improvement 
and many are totally cured by a change from regular 
to soft-curd milk.” (From correspondence with 
Wilkie H. Blood, M. D., October 14, 1930.) 


In any dairy herd the curd-tension of individual cows 
milk may vary from 6 to 200 grams, while market milk may 
show a curd-tension as high as 110 or even more. 


Every milking cow in our herd is “soft-curd” tested. 
In our herd are a number of cows whose milk has a soft- 
curd test below 20, while the milk from our entire herd 
has been found to be as low as 32 grams. 


SPECIAL MILK FOR INFANTS. We have selected 
several of our lowest soft-curd cows to supply a special 
milk having a soft-curd test of 20 or less. This is bottled 
expressly for babies, children or adults having poor diges- 
tion, or persons suffering from gastric ulcer. While this 
milk is of superior nutritional quality, we deliver it to our 
customers at a price but little above that asked for our 
regular herd product. 


The Ayrshire breeders Association has been pushing the 
merits of their breed as the “soft curd” breed. Prof. Strick- 
land is making many tests in all breeds in Rhode Island and 
states his conclusion as far as he has gone, that the Holstein 
breed will show a larger percentage of individuals producing 
soft curd milk than are found in the Ayrshire breed, both being 
far superior to the Channel Island breeds in this respect. If 
sufficient interest is manifested by Holstein retailers, the 
World will undertake to supply at cost reprints of the fore- 
going statement in quantities for their use with consumers 
on condition that such owners will send us a record of their 
curd tests on each individual (whether high or low) for use in 
a general tabulation and study on all breeds that Prof. Strick- 
land is making. We shall be glad to hear from you.

Pennsylvania on Display 
By M. S. PRESCOTT 


The 17th Annual Farm Show 


ENNSYLVANIA has no state fair, but its annual Farm 
Pp Show at Harrisburg has grown into an institution 

that every Pennsylvanian may be proud of. It is now 
housed in a fine modern home covering a city block and 
draws attendance approaching the 300,000 mark for the 
week. Although this was only the third year in the new 
building, the seventeenth annual show herd from January 
16 to 20, 1933, taxed the capacity of the building both in 
exhibits and attendance. 


Live stock exhibits are limited to Pennsylvania owners 
and on account of space limitations no exhibitor is per- 
mitted to bring more than twelve head. The Holstein show 
this year fell just short of the 100 mark with ‘twenty-four 
exhibitors, seven of which were 4-H boys and girls, break- 
ing into the prize winning column. Robertson Farms, 
York; and W. H. Landis & Son of E. Greenville, were 
the heaviest winners, Robertson’s winnings including five 
first prizes, four seconds and both junior championships, 
while Landis had four firsts, four seconds and four thirds 
and the senior and grand champion female. Of tthe six 
other first prize winners in the show, two were 4-H boys, 
Roland Morgan of Sullivan County, having the first prize 
heifer calf that later was made champion of the 4-H show, 
George Troxell of New Columbia, taking the junior year- 
ling heifer class. Other exhibitors winning first prizes in 
the open class were Earl L. Groff of Strasburg, who had 
the grand champion male; Ashley Farm, Newton Square; 
Louis Kendrick, Wellsboro, and H. M. Moore of Ronks, 
with one blue ribbon each. Henry A. Schell Jr., of Phoenix- 
ville, did not succeed in breaking through to first place but 
was knocking at the door in a number of classes with four 
second places to his credit. Peters Brothers of Port Ma- 
tilda and Wm. J. Erdley, Mifflinburg, are others who suc- 
ceeded in getting up as high as second place. There was a 
good real of quality in the show, although there were a 
considerable number of animals brought in rather badly 
out of condition, reflecting the dry-weather conditions of 
last summer, and adding an argument perhaps to the con- 
tention of some exhibitors that the dates of the show 
should be changed to early November as a more satisfac- 
tory time to bring out cattle in proper condition than mid- 
January. 

The senior and grand champion maie of the show, 
Ormsby Colantha Korndyke Lad, exhibited by Earl L. 
Groff, is a low-built, thick-set bull with a clean cut head 
which he carries in good style, too “thick in the pants”, 
but quite a good bull, nevertheless. The Landis herd sire, 
Sir Alcartra Burke Inka, in second place, and the Robert- 
son entry, King Piebe of York 5lst, were both bulls of 
rather more dairy-like appearance and made three accept- 
able tops in the mature bull section. In the two-year-old 
bull class a battle was continued from last year when the 
Carnation bulls owned by Henry Schell and Ashley Farm, 
came together. Last year, Carnation Ormsby Sir Bessie 
led the senior yearling class with Carnation Superior Rag 
Apple in second place, but this year the showing reversed 
their order. The senior yearling bull class brought out 
the junior champion of the show in Piebe Homestead of 
York 5th, Robertson’s Eastern States winner. The same 
age classifications carry through as at the fall shows, so 
that this bull although two years old last August was 
eligible to show in the senior yearling class. He now 
weighs 2,170 lbs. and is evidently going to have to be 
reckoned with in his later development. Landis won both 
the junior yearling and bull calf classes, his bull calf, 
Green Hill Sir Inka Lestrange, being a particularly splen- 
did youngster that is apt to be heard from further in the 
show ring. He is a son of the second prize aged bull and 
the famous Landis matron, Jemima Lestrange, grand cham- 
pion of this show. In the female section, as mentioned, 
the Landis cow, Jemima Lestrange, took senior and grand 
championship honors. The aged cow class presented a 
real problem for Judge Merrill of Connecticut, who offi- 
ciated. Undoubtedly the greatest cow in the ring was Earl 
Groff’s Pietertje Ormsby Mooie, an 800-lb. fat daughter of 
Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes Della. In style, class and 


evident dairy ability this cow was outstanding but her 
udder is not too well tied up now following her years of 
hard work, so that her final placing in the line was third, 
with the Landis matron first and an entry from Henry A. 
Schell in second place. This was no new experience for 
the Landis cow who has many times been grand champion 
at previous state and county fair shows. She is a cow of 
Canadian breeding, as was the first prize three-year-old, 
Lois Sylvia De Kol, who won that section for H. M. Moore. 
of Ronks. Piebe of York Sunshine, winning senior year- 
ling, who did well with the Robertson string through the 
fall season, went through handily to junior championship, 
winning out over the calf club entries, of which the strong- 
est was the heifer calf, Lathrop Pauline Warrior Star, 
champion of the 4-H show and an easy winner in the open 
heifer calf class here. As her name indicates, she was 
bred by Dr. L. M. Thompson, owner of Lathrop Farm and 
is a daughter of his well known senior sire, Lathrop Star 
Homestead. Although not large for her age, she is an ex- 
ceptionally well turned calf, with a beautiful top and rump, 
plenty of substance and strength. Roland Morgan, nine 
years old, was the proud owner and exhibitor. In the 
groups, Robertson topped the get of sire with a nice line- 
up for Piebe Homestead of York, and the produce of dam 
made up of the junior champion female and the second 
prize bull calf. He also won the breeders young herd 
class, while Landis took the exhibitors herd. Five county 
herds competed for a total of $300 prize money, Mont- 
gomery County, built around the Landis and Schell ex- 
hibits, taking both first and second, with Lancaster, Union 
and Tioga counties following in order. 


The awards were placed by Prof. A. R. Merrill, of Con- 
necticut, who did a businesslike and expeditious job of it. 
The awards in detail will be found on page 29. 

Pennsylvania Federation Meets 

The annual meeting of the Pennsylvania Federation of 
Holstein-Friesian Clubs was held Tuesday, January 17, in 
one of the meeting rooms at the Pennsylvania Farm 
Products Show, Harrisburg. In the absence of President 
Harold E. Robertson, whose health did not permit him to 
attend, Vice President Charles Rowe, of Yardley, pre- 
sided. Before proceeding with the order of business, the 
meeting listened to an address by Dr. Dutcher, of Penn 
State, who explained the details of an experiment they pro- 
pose to carry on at Pennsylvania State College, in regard 
to the composition of milk, particularly the relationship 
of color to vitamin content. Joe Nageotte, state calf club 
leader, also addressed the meeting in regard to the work 
being done in the state in this department. Secretary 
Raymond B. Arnold then read the minutes of the previous 
meeting and the chairman spoke on some aspects of the 
immediate problems of agriculture. 

Secretary Arnold reported in detail on the activities 
of his office during the year. Quite a number of meetings 
of breeders were attended throughout the state. Con- 
siderable work was also done on the Bang’s disease prob- 
lem. The Secretary referred to the outstanding record 
in C. T. A. Work made by the herd of I. V. Otto, a director 
of the Federation, his 13-year average being 13,094 lbs. 
milk, 442 lbs. fat for a herd which averaged 18.77 cows 
during the whole period. 

The report of the finances of the Federation was given 
by Charles S. Chaffee, of the Auditing Committee. The 
expenses of the Federation this past year amounted to 
$1,031.91, which covered a modest salary for the secretary, 
the balance being largely expended through the Federated 
county clubs, this being the system under which the 
Federation operates. The Federation is in excellent 
financial condition, having $1,500 worth of Liberty Bonds 
and a balance of $838.73 in cash on deposit. 

The next order of business was the reports of com- 
mittees. Dr. L. M. Thompson reported briefly on the com- 
mittee which was appointed on the development of state 
institution herds. These herds are on the way to making 
progress in selection, culling and use of proven sires. Mr. 
Dunlap, who is in charge of these herds for the Common-

prices, were at a lower level in 
1932. Public sale reports for the 
year were incomplete, a trend that 
is more noticeable when prices rule 
low. Reports were received, how- 
ever, on 22 sales, showing a general 
average of $105.80 for 2,069 head. 
These 22 sales represent 37.3 per 
cent of the 59 sales listed in our 
calendar for the year, as compared 
with 37 out of 78 or 47.4 per cent 
in 1931, and 78 out of 122 or 64 
per cent in 1930.

Although well off the 
beaten track of Holstein trade, buyers from twelve states, 
east, west, north and south, absorbed the offerings at 
prices which looked, quite like old times. The testing 
showing and advertising program Mr. Griffith had been 
carrying on returned good dividends on sale day. Pleasing 
was the number of the top animals which stayed in Okla- 
homa, several new names appearing on the list as future 
breeders of importance, so that it is evident that Mr. 
Griffith’s good work has borne fruit in his own baliwick. 
Before the sale, the Oklahoma State Association adopted 
a resolution of appreciation for Mr. Griffith’s work as a 
real contribution to the improvemeat of the breed. We 
need more Charlie Griffiths, but the Mt. Riga name will 
mot soon be forgotten. 
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Association Business 


ECRETARY SEAVERNS reports that a total of 21,875 
) applications for registry were received during De- 
cember 1932, the biggest month for registry applica- 
tions the Association has had in many a year, if not in its 
whole history. Mr. Seaverns reports that the bank deposit 
for the last day of the year was $12,515, by far the largest 
day’s business the Association has ever had. The total 
applications for registry during the year came up to 82,660 
compared to 90,233 in 1931, or a drop of 8.4%. Transfers 
did not do so well, however, ‘the total applications for 
transfer filed in 1932 being 37,947, as compared with 52,338 
in 1931, a drop of 27.5%. 
The final month of the year was also the best month 
of 1932 in applications for membership, which total of 65 
was the biggest month in this respect since May 1981. 
The total of membership applications received this past 
year was 437 compared with 796 in 1931. Cash receipts for 
the Association in the Secretary’s office total $208,529.84 
in 1932 as compared with $276,994.23 in 1931, a decrease of 
$68,464.39. Expenses, however, were reduced so that the 
cash receipts of the Association in all departments for 
1932 exceeded the disbursements for the year by $281.47. 
The rush of business at the close of the year was 
directly accounted for by the expiration of the period of 
June 1 to December 31 in which by a vote of the Madison 
convention the Secretary was authorized to receive appli- 
cations for registry of animals above one year of age at 
the minimum fee for animals under one year. It is gratify- 
ing and encouraging evidence of continued faith in our 
‘industry on the part of breeders all over the country in 
their determination to keep up their pure bred registra- 
tions in the face of present discouraging conditions. This 
spirit in itself speaks well for the future of our industry. 


Better Pastures 


NB of the lessons every dairyman is going to learn 
O from the present situation is how to cut costs of 
production, and it appears that one of tthe important 
‘methods is through pasture improvement. Special pasture 
crops like Sudan grass, etc., will come in for their share of 
attention but it is evident that there is a great opportunity 
to increase the efficiency of our regular pastures through 
proper fertilization and management.

Jersey Auction Sales in 1932 


HE Jersey Bulletin presents a summary of auc 

I tion sales of pure bred Jersey cattle in 1932. Four- 
teen sales comprising 564 head brought a total of 
$70,929, or an average of $125.76. The highest average 
Jersey sale of the year was the sale of imported Jerseys 
by Edmond Butler, of New York, on June 2 when 33 head 
made an average of $377.88 with a $1,025 top price for 
an imported cow. Crieve Hall Farms, of Tennessee, on 
October 31, sold 40 head for an average of $277.88, with a 
$700 top for a male, this being apparently the highest price 
paid for a Jersey bull at auction last year. A consignment 
sale held in June right after the annual meeting of the 
American Jersey Cattle Club by Paul Spann, of New 
Jersey, made the third highest average of $203.18 for 44 
head and brought out the top price Jersey of the year for 
Lavender Lady, National Dairy Show grand champion, who 
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sold for $1,550. Fou otuer sales made averages ranging 
from $107.80 up to $148, the other seven sales reported 
having averages ranging from $34.60 for 41 head in a 
Georgia sale up to $94 for a consignment sale in Vermont. 

The Bulletin reported twenty sales containing 705 head 
in 1931 which brought an average price of $278.24, a figure 
that was made possible by a number of very successful 
sales of imported Jerseys. While Jersey prices followed 
the general trend in 1932, the actual drop is undoubtedly 
less than would appear from a comparison of the general 
averages for 1932 and of 1931 sales as it is the imported 
Jerseys which command the high prices and the propor- 
tion of imported animals sold in 1931 was much greater. 


James R. Jackson, Jr. 


AMES R. JACKSON, Jr., manager of Rawleigh Farms, 
J Freeport, Ill., died at the Swedish Hospital, Minne- 

apolis on January 11 from injuries received in an air- 
plane crash near that city January 5. He was 31 years 
old and a licensed pilot, the accident being due to a 
broken propeller which tore the motor from the plane. 

Since 1920 Mr. Jackson has been connected with the 
W. T. Rawleigh Company, of which his father, James R. 
Jackson, Sr. is secretary and his uncle, W. T. Rawleigh, is 
president. Starting in the business at the bottom of the 
ladder when only eighteen years old, he was soon pro- 
moted to correspondent in the contract department, then 
to city sales manager and finally to assistant secretary. 
For several years he has been manager of Rawleigh 
Farms, and was greatly interested in building up the fine 
pure bred Holstein herd there, which has broken so many 
Illinois State Records. During the past year he has also 
been manager of the Rawleigh Transport Service in 
charge of the operations of the motor trucks of the com- 
pany. 

In 1929 he was married to Miss Edyth M. Carter, who 
survives him, together with his parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
James R. Jackson, Sr. and his sister, Mrs. Florence 
Alexander.

OR our cover illustration this time we have selected 
Fritts All-American Produce of 1932, a great pair of full 

sisters, both bred by Wm. Schmidt’s Sons, St, Peter, 
Minn. and both owned and exhibited in 1932 by Maytag 
Dairy Farms, Newton, Iowa. The older sister, Empire 
Lassie Ormsby Maid, was All-American four-year-old for 
1932, following an undefeated season in class, during which 
she was grand champion at Eastern States Exposition, 
Brockton and the New York and Missouri State Fairs. 
Her younger sister, Empire Man-O-War Lassie, was one of 
the successful two-year-olds of the 1932 season, winning 
first at New York. Both heifers showed with the unde- 
feated Man-O-War Get of 1932 up to Waterloo, when “Little 
Lassie” retired in favor of one of her older sisters. Both 
were in the first prize A. R. Get at Waterloo. 

Their dam, Mankato Lassie Ormsby (see picture), now 
has the distinction of being the only cow of the breed that 
has three times had All-American Produce. In 1930 it 
was Empire Lassie Ormsby Maid, showing with her older 
maternal sister, Miss Lassie Ormsby, that won All-Ameri- 
can honors, the same pair repeating in 1931. Miss Lassie 
Ormsby, incidentally, will be remembered as All-Ameri- 
can ‘three-year-old in 1927 and Reserve All-American aged 
cow both in 1930 and 19381. 

In addition to these three famous daughters, Mankato 
Lassie Ormsby has a number of sons that should be heard 
from. One is Man-O-War Lassie 531845, now coming six 
years old, in service in the herd of G. Harold Cowles, Ash- 
ville, N. Y. He was a prize winner in that wonderful aged 
bull class at New York State Fair last fall. Another is 
Man-O-War Sir Lassie, a blue ribbon senior yearling with 
the Silver Glen show string of 1932 and sold in their dis- 
persal last December to a syndicate of breeders in Sauk 
County, Wisconsin (Brandt, Sedgwick and O’Connor). Her 
youngest son, born Ist May, is still owned by Wm. 
Schmidt’s Sons, where the dam has been owned for many 
years and now at practically fourteen years old looks good 
for many more years of production and reproduction. 

Mankato Lassie Ormsby was bred by Mankato Holstein 
Farm, Mankato, Minn., being a daughter of the famous sire 
and grand champion show bull, Sir P. O. M. 14th. She 
has always been a good producer but has never made an 
exceptionally large record, her best one being 519 lbs. fat 
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as a junior three-year-old. She has three A. R. daughters, 
including Miss Lassie Ormsby with 644.1 lbs. fat at five 
years and Empire Lassie Ormsby Maid with 599.3 lbs. fat 
as a senior three-year-old, also qualifying for the 305-day 
division by freshening almost in the show ring at Water- 
loo last fall. All of her offspring named above are sired 
by Man-O-War, with the exception of Miss Lassie Ormsby 
who is by Mankato Ruby Marathon Ormsby, and the baby 
son who is by King Bessie Ormsby Hazelwood, present 
herd sire in the Schmidt herd.

Just to prove that we are not unduly optimistic will 
say that we are also in the pure bred hog business with 
one of the most popular breeds, but am frank to admit 
that it hasn’t a leg to stand on. Our breed paper has 
dwindled from a lusty journal to a little eight-page sheet 
containing practically nothing. That is why it is grati- 
fying to me to see the World come out as large cheerful 
and interesting as ever.

BOOSTING HOLSTEIN MILK 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

After reading your editorial in the October 8 issue 
on Standardization, I hoped that it would awaken some 
of the Holstein-Friesian breeders who have not com- 
pletely forsaken the Holstein-Friesian cow. Just as. 
she is, with the ugle speckles—sometime ago someone 
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suggested to eliminate the Holstein-Friesian cow that 
is not evenly and nicely marked. Some breeders have 
completely forgotten the primary purpose of this won- 
derful creation of the Almighty. This human benefac- 
tor with its products that does in most instances com- 
pletely replace the human mother, so far as nursing 
our future generations are concerned (a mighty useful 
and responsible task, I think). 


I was pleased to read Mr. Jones’ remarks and espe- 
cially pleased to read Prof. Strickland’s article on page 
11, December 3d issue of the World. I fully agree 
with the professor and will repeat his question, ‘‘What 
was the Holstein-Friesian cow created for anyway?’’ 
Some of us want her in the beauty parlor, some of us 
want her to produce cream, others don’t like her rump, 
still others object to her size, etc., etc. The Holstein 
cow’s purpose is not to please those human frivolities 
that change as frequently as the style of women’s hats! 


The Creator has modeled a creature after a different 
pattern, and for a definite purpose—namely: to provide 
an abundant supply of the most perfectly balanced food, 
chemically, physically and biologically, for his spoiled 
brood of homo-sapiens. Now the most spoiled and 
greedy of the brood (the milk dealer) who waxed fat 
on her nutritious and wholesome product, are ‘‘holler- 
ing’; he does not like her. I think he needs a good 
spanking instead of catering to his likes by standardi- 
zation. 

Let us go down to facts. Do consumers object to 
Holstein milk? If he or she does, it is not of their 
own accord, not of their own knowledge and experience 
with Holstein milk. It is due mostly to the greed and 
hoggishness of the milk dealers in the cities rather than 
to the consumers’ desire. If this is the case and you, 
breeders of Holsteins, know as well as [ do that it is, 
there is then one thing to do—to go to the back door of 
the consumer and tell him the truth and nothing else but 
the truth about Holstein milk. 


I fully agree with Mr. Jones——we must advertise the 
virtues of Holstein milk. Let us go to the women and 
tell them about these virtues——yes, ‘‘nourishing but not 
too fattening’? and the demand of high testing milk 
from the milk dealer will vanish. 


I am sorry to disagree with our friend, Mr. Jones, 
as to the medium of advertising. The readers of the 
World know the virtues of the Holstein breed. We 
need not tell them about it—the scenery in the cow 
yard shows that they do know it. But when this Mr. 
X who knows all about Holstein milk, and he brings 
his cows full to this wonderful nature’s “beautifying 
and nourishing but not too fattening compound” to the 
milk station, and the man at the receiving vat tells him, 
“Bill, we want a higher testing milk’’—there will be no 
use arguing with him. 

We must advertise in a medium to reach the con- 
sumers——-The Ladies’ Home Journal, Good Housekeep- 
ing and similar organs. That means a national cam- 
paign and that means cash. 


Mr. Clark has given us an interesting history of 
such advertising and he concludes that it will not be 
advisable for the following means: first, too expensive 
and lack of funds; second, the dealers do not like to 
handle special breed milk. Neither of these are unsur- 
mountable objections. They can be met and what is 
more, they should be with full vigor. As to funds, are 
the breeders of Holsteins earnest in their desire to ad- 
vertise Holstein milk? If they are, why not raise the 
funds through a special tax on registration and trans- 
fer certificates for that particular purpose? About 
65,000 head are registered and transferred annually. 
Breeders must realize that if the consumers will not use 
Holstein milk, they cannot sell Holsteins, males or fe- 
males, in such a state there is no logic in registering 
them. I say if Holstein breeders are in earnest about 
this question, then the funds must be raised within our 
midst. Furthermore, there are more grade Holsteins 
than all other grades combined. This mass of dairy- 
men must be reached through cow testing associations, 
bul! association, Grange meetings, etc. They must, for 
their own economical well being, not for the sake of 
the breed, contribute to such a fund. Either per milk- 
ing cow or per hundred weight of milk. Let us try it 
honestly and earnestly before we say it cannot be done. 

As to milk dealers, almost any milk dealer has sev- 
eral brands of milk today. Let one start and everyone 
will follow in line. Only recently I noticed a full page 
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ad in a Sunday rotogravure section of a milk dealer 
advertising Soft Curd Milk. Next week, he advertised 
in the same section a full page of Vitamin D Milk. Next 
week he advertised Certified Milk, and a week later he 
advertised Acidopholis Milk. Another dealer adver- 
tising Golden Guernsey Milk, another advertising Gol- 
den Jersey Milk, etc. They will carry all and any brand 
to beat a competitor. 

Let us bring our message directly to the mothers 
and wives of the country. Let us tell them about the 
balanced nutrients, the small fat globule that is easily 
emulsified and readily assimilated, the soft curd, the 
nourishing yet not too fattening products of our breed, 
instead of catering to the whims and vicitudes of the milk 
dealer. Let us preserve the quality of the Holstein 
cow’s product as the Creator meant it to be, instead of 
modifying and standardizing it and destroy its valuable 
properties.

wealth of Pennsylvania, reported that last year 900 pro- 
ducing cows in these herds made an average of 11,606 Ibs. 
milk. He stated that the proportion of Holsteins in these 
state herds is being constantly increased. They are work- 
ing out a plan of putting out the most promising bull 
calves in herds where testing is done under a five-year 
project whereby they will be proven through the testing 
of their daughters. A very high standard is maintained 
in the selection of these bulls, the requirement being that 
they be satisfactory in type and that the dams have a 
production of at least 500 lbs. fat on a 305-day mature 
basis. Fourteen young sires are now out under this 
project. 

Albert B. Craig brought up the question of apportion- 
ment of delegates at the National Convention and moved 
that the Pennsylvania Federation favor the principle of 
the proposal brought forward by Mr. Charles Wray, of 
Illinois, in the December 31 issue of Holstein-Friesian 
World, under which delegates would be apportioned by dis- 
tricts. This resolution was unanimously adopted. 

A letter from President Robertson was read to the 
meeting, tendering his temporary resignation from all ac- 
tivities in connection with the work of the Federation on

Empire Ormsby Josephine 1394401 
has just become, temporarily, the 
highest record daughter of Man-O- 
War, with a senior two-year-old rec- 
ord of 875 lbs. fat, according to 
owner’s figures and subject to official 
confirmation. She finished this rec- 
ord late in December and is bred to 
qualify for the 305-day division. As 
she had around 750 Ibs. fat in ten 
months, this record, when qualified, 
will probably rank third in the senior 
two-year-old class. She was bred and 
is owned by Wm. Schmidt’s Sons, St. 
Peter, Minn., who sold her last son, 
sired by King Bessie Ormsby Hazel- 
wood, to Dunn County’ Asylum, 
Menominee, Wis. 


Arizona Champion 


Rosehedge Janie Luecke Aaggie 
1498848 is the new Arizona State 
Champion junior two-year-old for both 
milk and fat with 22,764 lbs. milk 
containing 724 lbs. fat in Class B. 
This is a State Record for both milk 
and fat for this age regardless of 
classification, and is the highest milk 
record ever brought out in Arizona in 
Class B regardless of age as well as 
the second highest in the country for 
age and classification. Her fat record 
ranks seventh in the country for junior 
two-year-olds in Class B. She milked 
up to 74.7 lbs. in a day and produced 
51 lbs. of milk her last day on test, 
which was more than she did on first 
day, seven days after freshening. She 
also gained in weight during the year, 
starting test at 1,180 pounds and fin- 
ishing at 1,265 pounds. She was 
bred and developed by Mission 
Ranch, Phoenix, Ariz., where her 
sire, dam and granddam are. still 
owned.

BRITISH FRIESIAN WINNINGS 


The current issue of the British 
Friesian Journal carries the interest- 
ing news that British Friesian herds 
won the five highest places in the 
annual Silcock Challenge Cup contest 
for high herd averages. This annual 
contest is carried out under the direc- 
tion of the Central Council of Milk Re- 
cording Societies and is open to all 
England and Wales. The Friesians 
have won this contest for ten out of 
the past twelve years, and this year 
swept all five of the leading places. 
The award is based on a point system 
covering average yield of both milk 
and butterfat, as well as inspection of 
all competing herds by competent 
judges covering type, constitution, 
uniformity and general management, 
health and cleanliness. The Chaddes- 
den herd of British Friesians owned 
by E. R. and H. Willets won the cup 
this year for the fourth successive 
time with a herd average of 14,530 lbs. 
milk on their herd of sixteen cows. 





Orr G. Watson, whose cheerful 
letter appears in the Round Table 
this issue, sends us pictures of the 
two bulls in service at the Allen- 
Watson Ranch, Laurens, Iowa. The 
older bull, Sir Ormsby Tritomia 
Beets 576813, whose picture was 
apparently taken in calf form, is a 
son of Tritomia Ormsby Pietertje 
from Miss Ormsby Beets’. Butter 
Girl, the highest record daughter of 
Tritomia Pietertje Ormsby, with 
946.5 lbs. fat from 26,837.6 lbs. 
milk. The junior sire, A-W Skylark 
Jolie Boy 631623, a son of the 1929 
All-American three-year-old, Sky- 
lark Hengerveld Butter Boy, was out 
on the big circuit this year with the 
Paul Stewart show herd, standing 
second to the All-American two-year- 
old at Iowa State Fair, first at Ak- 
Sar-Ben and well up at other lead- 
ing shows. 












Ranch. 
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Mission Ranch 


The Mission Ranch, located five 
miles northwest of Phoenix, Ari- 
zona, owned and operated by James 
Minotto since February, 1928, has 
the distinction of being the only 
certified dairy in the eight states of 
the Rocky Mountain region, as well 
as the largest dairy in the state of 
Arizona. 


Mission Ranch also has the dis- 
tinction of having bred and devel- 
oped Rosehedge Janie Luecke Aag- 
gie 1498848, the new state cham- 


pion in Class B two-year-old. Start- 
ing as a junior two-year-old she 
produced in 365 days 22,764.0 


pounds of milk and 724 pounds of 
fat, making her the Arizona state 
leader in the junior two-year-old 
division in both milk and fat. She 
also has the distinction of having 
made a higher record in both fat and 
milk than any senior two-year-old, 
as well as being the highest milk 
producer of any age or breed in 
Class B in Arizona. The record also 
gives her the distinction of having 
the second highest milk record in the 
breed for Class B junior two-year- 
old, and seventh in fat. 

“Janie” is sired by Aaggie Segis 
Mercedes Ormsby, a bull out of 
Jesse R. Elliott’s breeding and is 
out of Janie Luecke Pontiac 2nd 
1142784, who is a daughter of Duke 
DeKol Banostine, who was bred by 
H. Renuad, also of Phoenix. Both 
her sire and dam are still alive and 
in the herd. Janie’s granddam is 
also still living and is on test at the 
present time. 


She started her test at two years, 
5 months and 25 days. On the day 
she started test she weighed 1,180 
pounds and on the last day she 
weighed 1,265 pounds, and probably 
weighed close to 1,300 just previous 
to calving. On her best day she 
produced 74.7 pounds of milk, and 
even during the hottest weather held 
above 57 pounds per day. On the 
last day she milked 51 pounds, 
which was more than she did on the 
day she started test, seven days af- 
ter freshening. 


Four hundred and ten Holsteins, 
125 of which are pure bred and kept 
on the ranch. In addition to this 
there are 280 Guernseys, part of 
which are pure bred, making a total 
of nearly seven hundred dairy ani- 
mals on the ranch. The ranch con- 
sists of 620 acres, all under cultiva- 
tion and all under irrigation, thus 
making each acre of the farm sup- 
port one dairy animal. Every animal 
is T. B. tested and also tested in 
cow testing association. All alfalfa 
and silage is grown on the ranch. 
Hegari, a saccharine sorghum, is 
used for silage. It takes the place 
of corn and does better than corn in 
the hot weather. Their own barley 
is grown, which is rolled and fed 
with cotton seed meal, ground al- 
falfa and molasses as the general 
ration. In fact, everything but the 
molasses is grown on the ranch. 


The fine senior herd sires now in 
use indicate that much can be ex- 
pected from the Mission herd in the 
future. Sir Fobes Ormsby Golden- 


rod 584585, a son of the many times 
All-American Sir Fobes Ormsby 
Hengerveld has been given the great- 
est use. All but one of the large 
herds shown by Mission at the Ari- 
zona State Fair in October being by 
him. The second senior sire is Mari- 
copa Ormsby Butterman 535519, 
who was bred by Paul P. Stewart. 
He is a daughter of Lucy Sweet 
Butter Maid. The two junior herd 
sires are Caldary Segis Walker Pride 
583299 and Caldary Corona Walker 
Piebe 583289, both descendants of 
Segis Walker Matador Johanna.

must go to Clyde Criswell, test cow 
milker at Mission. He has given 
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her much attention during her test. 
In fact after she got under way on 
her test he purchased a radio to 
keep her happy and her mind on her 
work. 

Mr. C. L. Phillips is superintend- 
ent of the farm. Although Mr. and 
Mrs. Minotto, with their family, live 
on the ranch, Mr. Phillips is in prac- 
tically full charge of the manage- 
ment of the farm. Mr. Alex McNeil, 
of Oregon State College football 
fame in days just previous to the 


war, is assistant superintendent.

Dickinson Co. Boosts Holsteins 


The Metropolitan Community of 
Dickinson County in the Upper Pen- 
insula of Michigan has been dairy 
minded since their first bull associa- 
tion was established in 1918 with 
Guernseys predominating until this 
past year when more Holstein inter- 
est has been aroused. In 1932 a com- 
mittee consisting of Andrew Skog, 
Andrew Mattson and William John- 
son was appointed to accompany 
County Agent Art Lonsdorf, on a bull 
buying trip to select a Holstein sire 
for community use, with the require- 
ments that he must be from a dam 
with at least 800 lbs. fat and a bull of 
good type, priced within their means. 
Such a bull was located in the herd 
of John Zoberlin—a nine months old 
calf out of Dora Ormsby Fobes Lass, 
one of the greatest daughters of Gov- 
ernor Fobes, with a Class B record 
of 756.1 lbs. fat as a senior three 
year-old, also qualifying for the 305- 
day division. Her 305-day record of 
681.8 lbs. fat stood first on the Na- 
tional Association Honor List for 
1931. Mr. Zoberlin accompanied the 
bull to his new home and met the 
twenty-five Holstein breeders of the 
community who were interested in 
the purchase. 


Following this, six pure bred Hol- 
stein heifers were purchased for calf 
club work and a Holstein calf club 
was duly organized. This club, under 
the leadership of William Johnson 
and Edwin Anderson, cooperated with 
the Guernsey club in sponsoring a 
Holstein-Guernsey cattle show at 
which 31 Holsteins were exhibited, 
twelve of them pure breds and nine- 
teen grades, with eighteen different 
people, including eleven calf club 
members, showing Holsteins. By 
courtesy of W. W. Blake and Arkcoll, 
manager of Loma Farms, ribbons 
were provided for the winners. 


The grand champion Holstein bull 
was King Tyloc Wartena Ormsby, a 
son of Sir Bess Ormsby Fobes 59th, 
owned by Erick Johnson & Sons, a 
son of this sire winning junior cham- 
pionship. Matt Johnson showed the 
senior champion cow and one of the 
4H Club boys, Gilbert Johnson 
showed the junior champion heifer, 
Christal Walker Homestead, a daugh- 
ter of Wisconsin Ollie Homestead, 
bred by H. B. Christ of Wisconsin. 


Some 350 people attended the show, 
which was strictly a dairy show, with 
no midway, no cash prizes, no state 
aid, but was just an educational 
neighborhood gathering of those inter- 


ested in dairying. Several of the 
exhibitors from the Metropolitan 
Community also exhibited at the Dick- 
inson County Fair and at the Upper 
Peninsula State Fair at Escanaba. 

‘Dickinson County is located in the 
heart of the great Menominee iron 
range, and has been known for a half 
a century for its rich deposits of iron 
ore and its forests of virgin pine and 
hard wood. Today only one mine out 
of thirteen is operating and that only 
on part time and the virgin forests 
have been replaced by cut-over land 
and second growth timber. Dairying, 
which started in this county in 1915 
when a miner was forced by ill health 
to become a dairy farmer and brought 
the first pure bred sire into the 
county, has now become the impor- 
tant industry of the county. A county 
Holstein Association was formed with 
the help of Jim Hays, State Secretary, 
and a major project has been the re- 
placing of scrubs with pure  breds. 
Today, according to County Agent 
Lonsdorf, twenty per cent of the 
dairymen of the county have pure 
bred females and 90% of the bulls in 
the county are pure bred bulls. In 
1923 a survey showed 160 scrub bulls 
in service in the county and only 23 
pure bred bulls. 

Ten years of effort entirely elim- 
inated the scrub bulls and we now 
find 121 pure bred bulls and 13 grades. 
In the old days it was common to find 
the dairy herds of all the dairymen of 
any community grazing together in a 
common pasture with five or ten scrub 
bulls running at large among them. 
Today state laws require all bulls to 
be confined in their barns or yards

and the dairymen of the county are 
adopting constructive breeding pro- 
grams. About 60% of the sires in the 
county are Holsteins and the other 
40% Guernseys, with only three or 
four bulls of any other breed in serv- 
ice in the entire county of some 400 
farms. 

At the Dickinson County Fair of 
1931, there was 330 head of dairy 
cattle on exhibition, of which 170 
head were Holsteins, which was quite 
an advance from the 23 head of cattle 
shown there in 1922. Last year, with 
premiums cut almost in two, there 
were 141 Holsteins and 113 Guernseys 
exhibited, perhaps the greatest county 
exhibit of these two breeds in the 
country in 1932. The Dickinson 
County 4-H Calf Club exhibit is 
credited as the largest in Michigan 
for several years, the 4-H parade on 
Labor Day being one of the main at- 
tractions. It is claimed that 60% of 
the pure bred sires in the county have 
been exhibited at this county fair.

Spring Sale, brought out a $1,000 
top, and three others had $500 to 
$825 top figures. 

An analysis of the sales of 1932 by 
states shows Michigan with only one 
sale, the Roya! Brentwood, leading 
with an average of $332.29 for 74 
head. New York leads for number 
of sales reported to us with eight, 
totalling 876 for an average of just a 
few cents under $100. Pennsylvania 
had five sales with a total of 223 head 
averaging $111.34. Wisconsin, Illinois, 
Indiana, Iowa and New Jersey are 
also represented.

You have all read the report of the 
annual meeting of the State Associa- 
tion in the last Holstein-Friesian 
World. Every member of the Asso- 
ciation who has not read this report 
should look up the last issue and read 
it. Modesty on the part of the officers 
or directors of the State Association 
would limit them in expressing the 
success of the meeting as liberally as 
the Holstein-Friesian World has ex- 
pressed it. However, all reports seem 
to indicate that the write-up in the 
World is a splendid account of the 
meeting. The point I want to call 
your attention to is that the spirit of 
the New York Holstein Association is 
as enthusiastic today as at any pre- 
vious time in the history of the or- 
ganization. The annual meeting of 
the State Association should be an 
example to the officers of the local 
clubs in holding their meetings. The 
enthusiasm for Holstein organization 
is there is you will only go out after 
it. 

The success of this splendid annual 
meeting was not due to the officers 
or directors of your State organiza- 
tion. These officers are very grateful 
to the Oneida County Club and the 
Otsego-Herkimer Club for putting 
across such a splendid program. What 
else could be expected from officers 
experienced in promoting two of the 
best Holstein clubs we have in New 
York State? During 1932, Oneida 
County had the largest membership 
in the history of the organization. 
Otsego-Herkimer Club has been one 
of the most active clubs in the state 


association from the time the State 
Association was first organized. 


Every guest of the organization pre- 
sent at the annual meeting is indebt- 
ed to these two clubs for the splendid 
entertainment. 


Local Activities 
The State Association will follow 
the same program during 1933 as was 
promoted for the past year. An ef- 


fort will be made to have all of the 
local clubs carry on a_ smiliar  pro- 
gram at the same _ time. Corre- 


spondence has already gone out to the 
presidents and secretaries of these 
clubs, urging their immediate action 
for a program for 1933. The January 
meeting of this year was for the pur- 
pose of hearing reports of your dele- 
gate to the annual meeting, appoint- 
ing committees to take care of the 
different Holstein projects for the 
year and organizing the membership 
campaign. 

The secretary of each club has been 
sent a list of all of the active mem- 
bers in his county so that the county 
can be divided into districts for a 100 
percent solicitation of all the active 
members. All of the active clubs in 
the State have now arranged their 
membership campaign so that it can 
be carried on during the first of the 
year. This helps to get the member- 
ship program out of the way before 
spring work opens up. It is hoped 
that every member will assist his of- 
ficers to his utmost in the lining up 
of this membership program. 


Reduction in Dues 


You are already familiar with the 
fact that the dues of the State Asso- 
ciation have been reduced from five 
to three dollars. This is now due for 
1933. It is expected that the State 
Association can carry on its full pro- 
gram for extension work, giving each 
member the same service as before, 
on reduced income. It is hoped that 
all of the local clubs will become 
active so that each member will re- 
ceive sufficient service to make him 
feel that he has been more than re- 
paid for the three dollar membership. 
Receipt books have been sent to all 
of the local presidents and_ secre- 
taries. The State Association has 
made provisions for their end of the 
membership program. It would help 
a lot if each member would do his 
share by sending in his membership 
immediately so that it will not be 
necessary to solicit and spend _ so 
much time collecting memberships 
from the old members. 


Holstein World Subscriptions 
Several letters have been received 
recently stating that they have been 
notified that their subscription to the 
World is about to expire and they do 


not wish to miss any copies. You 
will interested in knowing that the 
same arrangement for the coming 


year relative to the subscription to the 
World has been completed. All mem- 
bers of the State Association will re- 
ceive a year’s, subscription to the 
World with their membership. If you 
do not wish to miss any of the issues, 
it will be well for you to send in your 
membership immediately. Those whose 


subscriptions have already expired 
and you wish your name placed on 
the mailing list immediately should 
send their membership checks direct 
to the State Secretary. This will 
avoid considerable delay. 
Extension Program 
The same extension program can 


be carried on during this year as has 
been carried on in the past if we can 
increase our membership by one 
third. There will undoubtedly be a 
few slight changes of improvement 
in the contest. Unless some unfore- 
seen difficulty arises, every club can 
expect to receive prize money from 
the extension contest as in the past. 

One of the few new names that will 
be recommended to the Board of Di- 


rectors for their approval in the 
extension contest will be that of 
membership. If this suggestion is ap- 


proved it will allow double credit for 
memberships turned into the State 
Secretary previous to April lst. If 
this is approved, you can double the 
credits for your club by turning in 
the annual dues of your members 
immediately. This should be another 
reason for getting the program under 
way. One third of the time for tak- 
ing advantage of this is already past. 
We should have 200 members re- 
ported to the State Secretary of Feb- 
ruary Ist. 


National Association Amendment 
Mr. Smith of Chenango County dis- 
cussed certain amendments relative 


to the National Association By-Laws 
and there was also a resolution before 
the annual meeting regarding the 
qualifications of delegates to the Na- 
tional Convention. President Chaffee 
appointed a committee composed of 
W. D. Brown, W. D. Robens and Le 
Roy Munro to study such amendments 
and represent the State Association in 
any action that should be taken. 
State Fair Committee Meeting 

The committee appointed by Presi- 
dent Chaffee to work with the officials 
of the State Fair and make recom- 
mendations to them pertaining to the 
Holstein breed, met in Syracuse Jan- 
uary 9th. This committee is composed 
of D. W. McLaury, W. D. Robens and 
S. C. Pendergast. The committee sub- 
mitted, for approval to the State Fair 
officials, the following judges for 1933 
with preference in the order named: 

1—M. H. Haley, Springford, On- 
tario, Canada; 2—Ward_ Stevens, 
Liverpool, New York; 3—W. S. Mos- 
crip, Lake Elmo, Minnesota. 

The committee also recommended 
suggestions for out of state exhibitors 
relative to requirements for the blood 
test for abortion. 

The committee also suggested, for 
consideration only, a system for scor- 
ing the county herds on the basis of 


points won in showing in the open 
classes. 
1933 State Budget 
The new Board of Directors will 


met in February to discuss the budget 
of the State Association for 1933. The 
date of this meeting has not been set, 
but consideration is being given to 
some day during the week of February 
13th to 17th. These are the dates of 
Farm and Home Week and if a date 
is chosen during that time, the direct- 
ors will undoubtedly meet in Ithaca. 
There is a great deal of important 
business to be taken care of by the 
directors at this meeting. Any mem- 
ber who has suggestions for the opera- 
tion of the State Association should 
forward them to the State Secretary 
so that they can be presented to the 
directors at their meeting. 
Schedule of Secretary 

The following is the schedule of the 
State Secretary for the remainder of 
the winter. It is hoped that every 
Holstein breeder in New York State 
will remember these dates and plan 
on attending meetings that 
announced for his county. 


All of those meetings marked 
“Breeding School” should be attended 
by every Holstein breeder in the sec- 
tion. There is a wonderful opportunity 
for the improvement of Holstein 
cattle by following better principles of 
breeding. The popularity of Holstein 
cattle in the future will depend 
largely upon their superiority of pro- 
duction for milk and butterfat over 
that of other breeds. This superiority 
can best be developed by following 
the principles explained in these 
breeding schools. Every Holstein 
breeder is not only invited, but is 
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urged to attend whenever possible and 
bring his Holstein neighbors regard- 
less of whether they are members of 
the State Holstein Association or 
local Farm Bureaus.

account of ill-health and the secretary was instructed by 
vote of the meeting to send a letter of appreciation to Mr. 
Robertson for his active work in the past and expressing 
the sympathy and good wishes of all breeders of the state. 

After some discussion, an appropriation of $600 was 
voted as a contribution to the Department of Bio-Chemis- 
try at Pennsylvania State College in support of the experi- 
mental work on milk described by Dr. Dutcher in his 
address at the opening of the meeting. 


J. O. Canby offered a resolution urging for the State 
of Pennsylvania an order similar to the New York abor- 
tion order, restricting importations to cattle originating in 
herds certified as free from Bang’s disease. After con- 
siderable discussion led by Donald MacCollom, of Laux- 
mont Farms, and Dr. L. M. Thompson, Albert Craig and 
others, the resolution was amended and adopted in the 
following form: 

“Whereas dairy cattle infected with Bang’s 
disease are carriers of an infectious and communic- 
able disease, annually causing the greatest loss to 
dairymen of this Commonwealth, and threatening 
the health of all cattle suplying milk for the citizens 
of Pennsylvania. 

Therefore be it resolved that the Pennsylvania 
Federation of Holstein-Friesian Clubs commend the 
Bureau of Animal Industry for its action in protect- 
ing the dairy cattle industry, and recommend that 
the present regulations be further strengthened by 
a requirement that cattle coming into Pennsylvania 
from other states shall be subject to a 45-day quaran- 
tine and retest by the Pennsylvania Bureau of Ani- 
mal Industry unless coming directly from certified 
abortion-free herds.

B. Henderson, W. H. Shaeffer and J. O. Canby, reported 
the following nominations, all of whom were unanimously 
elected: President, H. A. Snyder, Montoursville; vice 
president, A. B. Craig, Sewickley; secretary-treasurer, R.

Seventy-five Tons of Milk from 
One Cow 


By E. C. WOODS, Acting Instructor in Dairying. 


A Radio Talk 

Seventy-five tons of milk from one 
cow!. Can you imagine that? Just 
think, over 17,000 gallons, or more 
than is required to supply the whole 
city of Richmond for one day. Folks 
that’s some cow! The best part about 
it is that this cow is still milking in 
our herd here at V. P. I. and started 
her twelfth lactation period by giving 
the college fine twin calves on Oc- 
tober 8. 

Old Veeman, as she is called at the 
barns, because she is the oldest cow 
in the herd, (she will be seventeen 
years old in February), has all the 
characteristics that anyone will have 
if they drink plenty of milk, and 
these characteristic are Vim, Vigor, 
and Vitality. 


Old Veeman gets this vim and 
vigor from her ancestors, who gave 
her plenty of constitution and 


strength, and she inherited plenty of 
quality to go with them. In other 
words, she is the type of well rounded 
dairy cow that every dairyman likes 
to have in his herd. 

When it comes to vitality, she sure 
has plenty of that, and has been prov- 
ing it ever since she was a 2-year-old, 
day back there in 1919. She started 
off with two successive yearly records 
as a two and four-year-old with an 
average of over 20,000 lbs. of milk, 
after which she rested fora few 
months to get her wind and came 
back as a six and seven-year-old with 
two more yearly records with an av- 
erage of almost 19,000 lbs. of milk. 
Well, folks, around here began to 
say that she was all washed up and 
had done all she could do, but old 
Veeman, just like all of those real 
good cows, always pulls something 
right out of the bag when you least 
expect it. When she was 9% years 
old, just think of it, 9% years old— 
why, most cows are dead at that age, 
she came back with a state record 
over all breeds of over 26,600 lbs. of 
milk, and if you will stop and figure 
a litle bit, that is over eighteen gal- 
lons of milk per day—What a Cow! 

Well, folks, old Veeman thought 


that she had had her fling by making 
all kinds of records, so she decided to 
settle down and attend to raising her 
family. 


Starting in 1927, she had a fine bull 
calf, which by the way, is now owned 
by Frank S. Walker of Orange, Va. 
Then she gave us a calf every year 
until that awful depression of 1930. 
Being one of those cows that has the 
“old Tech Spirit” and never says die, 
old Veeman said, “Let me do my 
share, even though I am _ fourteen 
years old,” so she raised her own calf 
and seven others that year. 

In 1931 things were still in bad 
shape, so she raised nine calves be 
sides her own. It was in this year 
that the breed association questioned 
whether she could produce a calf at 
her age. Well, you can imagine how 
this would disgust her, because she 
was still feeling fine. 

When 1932 came around, old Vee- 
man heard a great deal about “pros- 
perity being just around the corner”, 
but being a cow that is not excited 
very easily, she didn’t take much 
stock in the saying, and then she was 
still smarting under the insult from 
the breed association, so she decided 
to do something rash and she sure 
did. Just listen. You know she is 
like most women, she didn’t like peo- 
ple to make remarks about her age. 
So in order to prove that she was a 
long way from being laid on the shelf, 
she up and produces a fine pair of 
calves, and she is as proud of her 
twins as she was of her first calf, way 
back there in 1919. 

Well, I wonder what the breed as- 
sociation is going to say about that? 

This cow, as you dairymen have al- 
ready guessed, is a Holstein, and goes 
by the name of V. P. I. Veeman Korn- 
dyke De Kol, No. 312744. She carries 
371% per cent of the blood of that fa- 
mous old century sire, De Kol 2nd 
Butter Boy III, who has 120 A. R. O. 
daughters. 

This cow has five yearly records 
averaging over 20,000 lbs. of milk and 
she is now leading the South in long 
time production. She has had twelve 
calves in the last thirteen years. 
That’s a real record, folks, and if you 
will compare this cow with some of 
the best in your herd, you will find 
that it will take a wonderful cow to 
equal her record. 

In closing, I would like to say that 
it takes the combined efforts of proper 
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breeding, feeding, and care, to get a 
cow to respond as well as old Veeman 
has done, in producing seventy-five 
tons of milk. 





THE DELEGATE SYSTEM 


Secretary Houghton Seaverns of 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America, announces that nominating 
petitions for delegates to the National 
Convention at Chicago, June 7, will be 
mailed to all members of the Asso- 
ciation on February 7. Member have 
until March 9 to fill out, and sign and 
mail these petitions to the secretary’s 
office. On April 8, ballots contain- 
ing the names of all regular nominees 
for delegates, will be mailed to the 
membership, the ballot closing April 
28. The Election Committee will 
meet in Brattleboro, Vt., the last of 
April and the elected delegates will 
be notified of their election about the 
last of May. 

Hach state is entitled to one dele- 
gate and under the rule adopted last 
June, to an additional delegate for 
each 200 active members, an active 
member being one who registered or 
transferred cattle during 1931 or 1932. 
Attention is called to the fact al- 
though the number of delegates is 
based on active members, all mem- 
bers whether active or not, have the 
right to nominate delegates, to vote 
for delegates and to serve as dele- 
gates. All individual members and 
one officer or members of all firms 
holding limited memberships are 
eligible to serve as delegates. Farm 
managers, etc. are not eligible unless 
they are individual members of the 
Association. 

A number of “Don’ts” are sub- 
mitted, these being common mistakes 
made by members. Don’t fill out 
petitions until you have read all the 
instructions. Don’t mail petition until 
it has been personally signed by the 
required number of members, which 
is five for New York and Wisconsin 
and three for every other state. Don’t 
use the upper part of the blank for 
signatures. (Don’t have petitions 
signed by non-members of the Na- 
tional Association. Don’t confuse a 
state or county association with the 
National Association. Don’t nomi- 
nate any officers of institutions hold- 
ing honorary membership unless these 
officers are individual members. Don’t 
mail your petition until you have 
checked the following: names of 
nominees in the upper section and 
signatures by the required number in 
the lower section.

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GREAT DECLINE IN BOVINE TB 
REVEALED BY MEAT INSPECTION 


Less than one-third as many cattle 
slaughtered under Federal meat in- 
spection during the year ended June 
30, 1932, were affected with tubercu- 
losis as were found in a similar 
period ten years ago. The total num- 
ber of cattle inspected was practically 
the same, being 7,793,878 in the fiscal 
year 1932 and 7,795,323 in 1922. Cattle 
showing evidence of tuberculosis in 
1932 numbered 38,446 as compared 
with 146,945 ten years ago. 

Since Federal meat inspection is 
recognized as a test of the health of 


market livestock, the comparative fig- | 


ures show the effectiveness of the 


nation-wide campaign of eradicating | 


tuberculosis from livestock, say of- 
ficials of the Bureau of Animal Indus- 
try, U. S. Department of Agriculture, 
who also point out the similarity be- 
tween the result of field surveys and 
Federal meat-inspection records. In 
both cases the proportion of tubercu- 
lous cattle in 1932 was found to be 
about one-third that of ten years ago. 

Another significant observation by 
inspectors in the Federal meat-inspec- 
tion service is the reduced severity of 
the disease in infected animals. Con- 
demnations of entire carcasses  be- 
cause of tuberculosis were only about 
one-fourth as many in 1932 as during 
1922. 





H. E. Rainville, Tilton, N. H., re- 
ports a herd average of 35.4 lbs. fat 
from 1,033 lbs. milk for eleven cows, 
two dry, during December in Herd 
Improvement Registry.

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as a living example. After Russell 
Prentiss of the Department of Agri- 
culture milked the cow, the milk was 
fed to the calf in the presence of 
the children, to most of whom this 
was a novel experience. Not only 
was this fine publicity for milk it- 
self, but the fact that a fine repre- 
sentative of the Holstein breed was 
used in the demonstration will mean 
that for thousands of these children 
the word ‘‘cow” will always mean a 
black and white animal rather than 
one of some other color. We are 
glad to note that the Boston news- 
papers gave the cow and calf visit 
wide publicity, these stories ‘‘mak- 
ing the front page’’ of the big city 
dailies four times in two days. Many 
papers sent special writers and pho- 
tographers to cover the event and 
station WBZ devoted some time to 
a radio broadcast on the subject. 

Shattuck Farms, whose animals 
were the central figures in the 
demonstration, have been breeding 
Holsteins since 1877 and have been 
retailing milk since 1820. Their 
present herd sire is a son of Frizella 
Abbekerk Posch, whose dam has 
22,616 lbs. milk containing 812 lbs. 
fat. Mr. Shattuck has 26 daughters 
of this sire, the first two to freshen 
testing 3.7 and 3.8%. The cow used 
in the demonstration is of Canadian 
breeding and her calf sired by a 
brother to Springbank Snow Count- 
ess. 





INFLUENCE OF AGE AT 

FIRST CALVING ON MILK 
SECRETION 
Missouri Station Bulletin 164 
By C. W. Turner 

A study is reported on the effect of 
the age at first calving (up to 36 
months) on the official yearly milk 
and fat production of purebred cows 
of the four dairy breeds. It was ob- 
served in all the breeds studied that 
there was an increase in the yearly 
milk and fat production as the age at 
first calving increased. When these 
data were plotted it was observed that 
the curve of increase in production 
was similar to the growth curve, i.e., 
of exponential form. It was concluded 
that*the most efficient milk and fat 
production (utilization of nutrients) 
will be obtained by breeding animals 
to calve at from 20 to 24 months of 
age, maximum production at about 30 
months of age, and within 5 to 10 per 
cent of the maximum production at 
from 23 to 28 months, depending upon 
the breed.

living and in active service. During 
the past six months this position has 
been held by two Jerseys and 1 Guern- 
sey bull. 

Under the direction of Mr. Hoose, 
secretary of the Eastern New York 
Holstein Club, his bull, Fishkill Sir 
May Hengerveld De Kol 430230 has 
been listed as the greatest transmit- 
ting proved sire through Dairy Herd 
Improvement Association work in the 
State of New York. At the present 
time 99 Holstein bulls have been 
proved out of a total of 146 bulls of 
all breeds. New York State now 
leads in proved sire work on a lacta- 
tion basis. 


USELESS LABOR 


Culling out the low-producing cows 
from a dairy herd often changes the 
color of the ink in the ledger. The 
Bureau of Dairy Industry cites the 
case of a dairyman who had 17 cows 
that ranged in production from 92 
pounds of butterfat per cow per year 
to 374 pounds. The cost of feed 
ranged from $35 to $80 per cow and 
the income over cost of feed ranged 
from $2 to $70 per cow. 

In the checking up on the records of 
this herd it was found that if the 
four lowest producers had been re- 
moved from the herd at the beginning 
of the year the total income over cost 
of feed would have been only $15 less, 
but the feed bill would have been re- 
duced $150. One dollar and twenty- 
five cents per month for milking and 
caring for four cows is indeed a small 
return and indicates that the owner 
is working too hard from his neck 
down and too little from his neck 
up.—September D. H. I. A. News Let- 
ter—Bureau of Dairy Industry. 





N. Y. HOLSTEINS IN D. H. I. A. 


Brief tabulations from the Dairy 
Records office at Cornell University 
has listed the ten high herds in the 
state in Dairy Herd Improvement As- 
sociations for butterfat production for 
herds that contained from ten to 
twenty-five cows. These herds were 
lead by Sheron Mauhs, member of the 
State Association from Schaharie 
County with a pure bred herd that 
averaged 15,343 lbs. of milk and 537.7 
lbs. butterfat. He was followed very 
closely by Jessie Deyo, Ulster Coun- 
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ty, whose herd averaged 15,282 lbs. 
of milk and 534-lbs. of butterfat. Out 
of the first ten high herds in New 
York state in this classification, the 
first six were made up 100% of regis- 
tered Holsteins, the seventh was 
Guernsey, the eighth, registered 
Brown Swiss and the ninth and tenth 
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were registered Holsteins. Eight of 
the top ten herds were of the Holstein 
breed. Seven of the eight owners of 
these herds were members of the 
State Association from Schoharie 
Holstein breeders were officers in the 
local club. Two out of the eight were 
directors of the State Association.

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Resistance to Bang Infection 


By ANDREW W. HOPKINS, Wisconsin 


In most outbreaks of contagious 
cattle abortion some cows in the 
diseased herds are resistant to in- 
fection. These resistant cows do 
not abort. Their blood often does 
not show a positive reaction. The 
blood reaction, if it occurs is seldom 
strongly pronounced, and the ani- 
mals soon cease to react. The ques- 
tion naturally arises, ‘‘What factors 


are responsible for the resistance of 
these animals which are able to 
throw off infection which causes 
serious disease in the great major- 
ity of cows similarly exposed to the 
infection?’’

to answer this question. Rabbits 
were first used as the experimental 
animals (rabbits do not contract 
contagious abortion naturally, but 
do show the characteristic abortion 
symptoms and lesions when Br. 
Abortus organisms of the porcine 
strain are injected intraperitone- 
ally). Earlier studies by Manresa 
and his associates at this station 
demonstrated rabbits differed in 
their ability to resist Br. abortus 
infection, and that resistance to in- 
fection was an inherited character- 
istic. Through careful selection 
strains of rabbits have been devel- 
oped which are usually resistant, 
while other strains are usually sus- 
ceptible. 


Working on the belief that the 
power of the resistant animals to 
throw off infection was in some 
way associated with the ability of 
the blood of these resistant animals 
to kill the invading bacteria, Irwin 
and Bell devised a method of meas- 
uring in the laboratory the bacteri- 
cidal power of whole blood. This 
method involves adding known num- 
bers of Br. abortus organisms to a 
specific amount of freshly drawn 
sterile blood. The mixture of blood 
and bacteria is incubated at a fav- 
orable temperature for a 24-hour 
period, thus giving the blood an op- 
portunity to exert whatever killing 
power it has. The number of live 
bacteria remaining is obtained by 
the standard bacterial plate count 
method using media which is favor- 
able to the growth of Br. abortus. 


The data secured show wide dif- 
ferences in the killing power of the 
whole blood. It was found that 86 
per cent of the animals with blood 
having a low killing power proved 
susceptible when actually tested by 
intraperitoneal injection, while 74 
per cent of those having blood with 
a high killing power proved subse- 
quently to be resistant to the dis- 
ease. In other words, high killing 
power of the blood seems definitely 
correlated with resistance to dis- 
ease, and low killing power with 
susceptibility. 

Similar tests have been made by 
Irwin and Bell in cooperation with 
B. A. Beach (veterinary science) of 
the blood of 35 cows in the station’s 
contagious abortion experimental 
herd. All the cows have been tested 
twice, and a part of them three 
times. As with the rabbit, wide 
differences have been found in the 
killing power of their blood. With 
some animals their blood has vir- 
tualy no killing power while for 
others the bactericidal power is so 
great that one cubic centimeter of 
blood (about one thousandth of a 
quart) kills 8,000 Br. abortus or- 
ganisms. But it is significant that 
the individual animals have re- 
mained constant as to their classi- 
fication; cows that have shown a 
high killing power in one test have 
shown consistent high killing power 
in subsequent tests, while cows with 
medium or low killing power have 
also remained relatively constant at 
these levels. The evidence thus indi- 
cates that the killing power of the 
blood is a specific and definite phe- 
nomenon. 

Most significant is the observation 
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that the few experimental cows which 
went through the abortion epi- 
demic four years ago without be- 
coming seriously effected have blood 
which shows rather consistent high 
killing power. On the other hand 
the blood of the cows in the experi- 
mental herd which aborted when ex- 
posed to infection has invariably 
shown little or no killing power. A 
great many more tests must be made 
before drawing final conclusions, 
but these studies give promise of 
throwing much new light on why 
some cows are able to resist infec- 
tion by Bang’s abortion disease, and 
also hold out the hope that a means 
may be developed of determining in 
advance of actual infection whether 
a particular animal is resistant to 
abortion. With the evidence 
strongly indicating that resistance 
is a definitely inherited character- 
istic it is not at all impossible to be- 
lieve that dairymen in the future 
may be able to select as herd sires 
animals which are resistant, and by 
breeding and selection develop herds 
which will be resistant. 





BULL ASSOCIATIONS 


In the June 1932 Dairy Herd Im- 
provement Association Letter some fig- 
ures were given on the number of 
bull associations and on the improve- 
ment in the quality of livestock that 
is-taking place in the herds of the 
members. 

On January 1 of this year’ there 
were 402 bull associations in the 
United States with 8,024 members 
who owned cooperatively 1,852 regis- 
tered dairy bulls which were bred 
annually to more than 68,000 cows. 
Last year 151 of these bulls were 
proved by the records of their daugh- 
ters. Each of these bulls had five or 
more daughters whose records were 
compared with those of their dams. 
In all there were 1,336 dam and 
daughter comparisons. The dams 
averaged 387 pounds of butterfat and 
the daughters averaged 412 pounds. 
It would be impossible to buy young 
cows of this quality in any great num- 
ber and at a reasonable price. 

One State has 67 bull associations 
owning 242 bulls which were mated 
with 11,126 cows. Assuming that there 
are 11,000 calves born each year and 
that half of them are females, there 
would be about 5,000 heifer calves 
added to the dairy herds of that 
State in a year. Considering the 
quality of the daughters of these care- 
fully selected sires, they would when 
mature be worth several hundred 
thousand dollars to the dairy indus- 
try. If that number of cows’ were 
purchased it would require about 120 
cars to transport them, and if they 
entered the State in one shipment it 
would be a news items of national im- 
portance.
